Josephus Daniels, secretary of the

N. C. and began his newspaper ca- 
reer at the age of'^elghteen A3 editor 
of thfiL Wilson (N. C.) -A.dvance. 4n 
188^ he became editor of the Raleigh 
State Chronicle, which nine years later 
he consolidated with the North Caro- 
UttUA and the News and OOMrter. 

Frankliil K. Lsns. ^ 

Franklin Knight I..ane has been a 
member of the interstate commerce 
commission since 1905, and this expe- 
rience is -believed to have fitted him 
for the executive and Judicial tasks in 
iadministering the public land laws of 
thb country. Bora In Prince Edward 
Island In 1864, he received his educa- 
tion in the University of California 
and became a lawyer in San Francis- 
co; Prior to his designation to the 
commission he was a Democratic po- 
litical leader in t'alifornia.

N. C, 
in 1866, was educated at South Caro- 
lina college and Harvard, and re- 
ceived the degree of LL. D. from Tu- 
lane and the University of Wisconsin. 
He married Miss Helen Beall of Ans- 
tin, Tex.. In 1895. 

William C. Redfield. 

William Cox Redfield has just com- 
pleted his first term as a congressman, 
but he has been prominent in the poli- 
tics of New York for a good* many 
years. In 1902 and 1903 he was com- 
missioner of public works for the 
Borough of Brooklyn. In private Itfe 
he is a manufacturer of ventilating 
and heating apparktus and engines. 
Mr. Redfield was bora in 1858 In Ak 
bany, N. Y., was educated in the 
schools that city, and removed to 
New York in 1877 and to Brooklyn In 
188S. 

William B. Wilson. 

Pennsylvania's represmitative in the 
eaWnet Is WIBlam BaiNshop Wilson of 
Blossburg. named for secretary of la- 
bor. He waa bora in Blantyre, Scot- 
land^ in \%Vt, aadeiQia^ts ttils e«untry 
in 1870. The n«Bt year he began 
working in the Pennsylvania coal 
mines, and from early manhood he has 
been actively interested in trade ui^on 
Bfiafrs.

He 
Is now engaged in farming. Mr. Wil- 
son has been a member of the last 
three congresses, representing the Fif 
teenth dli^st of his state.

32,000 TURKS TAKEN 



GREEK 80LDIKIIS -CAPTURE 
NINA ArrER TERRIFIC FIQHT

Athens. Greece, Masdi/i,. 8^.--:r.The' 
Turkish fortress of Janina, key to 
the possession of the prov^e o^ 
Bpiras. with Its garrison of 92^000 
men, surrendered to the Greek army 
Thursday, after a defense which 
fonhs ' one of the most 'britnaiit' C9>l- 
sodes of the Balkan war. The sur- 
render was preceded by a Uerce bom- 
bardment, lasting without ~<SeS8srt1o« 
for two days and two nights. 

Not fewer than 30,000 shells were 
fired by the Greek guns during the 
first day's cannonade. Gradually the 
Turkish batteries of Blzani, Manollara, 
Sakni and elsovvhere were silenced. 
By a feint the Greek commanders ^d 
the Turks to bellete that theb* attack 
would be made "from the right. As 
soon as the attention of the defen(^ers 
had been distracted the tJreefcs hurled 
large bodies of infantry against the 
Turkish left The Ottoman troops, ut- 
terly surprised, fell back in disorder. 

The batteries on the heights of BI- 
xani, the mainstay of the defense, bad 
been unable to stand the pelting of 
the shells and were reduced to silence 
at elevetf o'clock In the morning. The 
Greeks pushed their forward mox.®- 
ment during the aftasnoon and occu- 
pied the Turkish batteries'on the Sak- 
ni and Elas hills, capturing all the 
guns and 110 artillerymen. Then the 
Greek battalions gradually deployed 
otrto the plain In front of the olty it- 
self. 

With aU the defending butteries in 

the hands of the Greeks and the Hel- 
l^eaic soldiers at the gates of Janina, 
Klssaad Pash. the Tarldsh command- 
er, sent messengers under a flag of 
trace to <Jrown Prince Constantlne of 
Greece, announcing the surrender of 
the city and all the troops under his 
command. . ' ' 

Vienna, Austria, March 8. — The 
Turkish crBiser Hamldie^ sank Uiree 
Greek transports loaded with Benriav 
troops on the way to Scutari, accord- 
ing to a Constantlnol^le dispatch to 
the Neue fVele Presse llnirsday.

Washington. March S. — The - nom- 
ination of John H. Marble to be a 
member of the interstate commerce 
commliiiofi was favorahijr rsywted 
to the senate Frids>y 'by a unanlmbas 
vote : of the eommittee.

Istrative body again will have a full 
membership. Bdgar B. Clark, nom-

inet. 



Washiagtoa, March 7. — President 
Wilson had ootified ail otBce seekers 
that he did not intend talking to them 
before the White House clock straek 
ten Wednesday morning. Inside of 
the next hour he had held and re- 
ceived and accepted the resignation 
of the old cabinet, held a meeting of 
the new cabinet, made two important 
appointments to the Intarstate com- 
merce commission and dActated half a 
dozen letters. " . 

The interstate commissioners named 
were Edgar C. Clark of Iowa, to suc- 
ceed '^knself, and John H. Marble, 
secretary of the commission, to suc- 
ceed Franklin K. Lane, who went into 
the cabinet. 

Thus was inaugurated the most 
sweeping change of administration 
within the nae^iSdry of the oldest in- 
habitant in Washington, a change 
that is cpmpiete in both legislative 
and execttttve branches of tiM gbvern. 
ment. 

Not to be outdone by the swift dis- 
patch of business at the White House, 
the Democrats tool^ over the control 
o:f the senate by electing dohn W. 
Kern msjorltr leader, while the house 
Democrats In caucus made sure the 
re-election of Speaker Clark and Lead- 
er Underwood and gave to A. Mitch- 
ell Palmer the caucus chairmanship 
that will enable him to represMit the 
administration on the floor. 

Meanwhile the national committee 
had -met and made plans (or continu- 
ing, in control of the goverament four 
:fears from now. Altogether it was 
a day of sctlon such as took away 
the 'breath of the 8}ow-gdlng^ Republi- 
cj»na. 

Members of the cabinet arrived 
while President Wilson was ^ talking 
with Mr. Crane. Josephus Daniels, 
the new secretai-y of the navy, was 
first, and he was followed fey Lindley 
M. Garrison, the Jiew secretary ' of 
war; William O. Wilson, the first sec- 
retary, of labor; William jMmings 
Bryan, secretary of state: F^nklln 
K. Lane, who leaves the chairman- 
ship of the interstate commerce com- 
mission to twcdme secretary of the 
interior: David P. Houston, chancel- 
lor of Washington unlv^ilttty, St. 
Louts, who becomes secretary; -irf agri-

The petition asks for pniatties to- 
taling 128,025.000. foreclosure on cer 
tain properties of the corporations to 
make certain of payment of the fines, 
a dlss<dution of the alleged trast and 
injunction. 

The penalties sought are the 
largest ever asked in a single suit in 
the countrr. Violation of the Texas 
anti-trust laws la given as c.auBe for 
the action. The defendant com- 
panies are the Standard Oil '«>mpany 
of New Jersey, Standard Oil company 
of New York, Magnolia Petroleum 
company of Tinas and Corsicana Pe- 
troleum company of Texas.

try Shaken by Awful Shock. 

BaUimoro. Md., March 10.— I-^fty 
lives were lost and 100 were injured 
Priday when nearly MO ttms of dyiar 
mite which had been loaded into the 
hold of the British steamer Alum 
Chine, at anchor In the Patapaci^ ' 
river near Hawkins Point,, exploded. 
The property damage will amount to 
fully 15,000.000. 

The explosive had been loaded into 
the vessel to be taken to Panama to 
be used in the construetlon of the 
canal.^ A fire of unknown origin 
broke out on the vessel while the last 
of the e.xploslve was being loaded. 
It spread with lightning rapidity to 
the dynamite and when the exptoslon 
occurred the vessel waa blown into ■ 
bits and sent burling in all directions 
throng^ t]ie Jdr. 

Bits of the steel sides of the Alum 
Chine were blown with~ such force 
that ^ey tore their way through the N 
armored sides of the collier Jason 
nearly a mile away, klDlng four men 
and injuring ten others aboard the 
collier. The tug Atlantic of the At- 
lantic Transport company caught lire 
while rescuing some of those on the 
ill-fated ship and waa aunk. Other 
damage was caused 1^ the breaklBg 
of glass and Wood work in dwellings 
as tar as several miles from the scene. 

The greatest damage aside from the 
absolute loss of the Alum Chine was 
to the c<^er Jason. This giant of 
its type had Just been completed at 
the Maryland Steel works and was at 
anchor ready to start on its trial 
trip. Its sides i^ere battered by fly- 
ing steel and it appeared to have been 
in a battle. Its interior was demol- 



Thirteen bodies are at the morstta 
and nine have been identified. 
More tim fifty of the injured wera 

brought In to Brown's wharf and Spar- 
row's Point and taken to the hoepiials 
of the city. 

The shock was felt as far away as- 
Reading. Pa.. 100 miles from Balti- 
more. It was recorded also at Atlan- 
tic City. People at first thoui^t an 
earthquake had occmrred. A sdwol-' 
house at Sparrow's Point, several miles 
from the scene of the explosion, was 
partly destroyed and several children 
were hurt. Baltimore Itself was sha- - 
ken as if by a powerful trembling of 
the 'earth, and tail buildings in the 
center of the city rocked perceptible. 

Scores of vessels hurried to the 
scene of the disaster to render what 
aid they could. The explosion was so 
powerful that pieces of steel welching 
flfty^ pounds were hurled through the 
air for a distance of four miles. Cases 
of dynamite were thrown tta a great 
distance from the Chine and exploded 
as they fell, adding to the damage and 
destruction.

Federal Law to Save State Money. 

The enactment into a federal law 
of the bill providing for the physical 
TaluatiOB of all railroad lines in the 
eoontry by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will be worth to Kentucky 
Imadreds of thousands of dollars ia 
sarfngB and increased revenue, in the 
49laion of Chairman Laurence Finn, 
ot the State Railroad Commission, who 
has been watching the progress of this 
piece of legislation. The State Rail- 
road Commission adopted a resolution 
wlien the assessment of ^e railroads 
was made for 1912 providing for the 
employment of an expert to inspect 
the hooks and make a vatnation of all 
the physical property of the roads, 
but it is believed now that this will be 
' uaaecessary. as the federal law pro- 
rides for valui?^ the property accord- 
ing to states. Bbowing the value of the 
railroad lines within the borders of 
«aeh state. 

Can Not Compel County to Pay. 

In afflrming the case of the city ot 
Mt Sterling vs. Montgomery county, 
the ecSrt of appeals hold that the 
county can not compelled to pay 
for the construction of streets abutr 
ting on the court house property nor 
can the flspal court he compelled by 
mandamus to provide a means by 
which the cost of the Improvement 
may be made. The court sajra that 
public property used for public pur- 
poses can not be charged with the 
cost of special improvements in the 
absmica of a statute expressly author- 
izing the imposition of the tax, as one 
public agency of the state can not im- 
pose hardens in the way of indebted-' 
aess upon another public agency of 
the state without its consent.

If Prest- 
lent Wilson is to get the nine hours 
ift sp-yhlch he has sa^d that he needs, 
^e prol<ably will sleep, heavily because 
»f tbe Veariness of the crowded day. 

Nine men out of every Hen who 
Jorge In and out of the executive 
nansion's office rooms, overflowing 
>ceaslonally by sheer force- of the 
mce behind them, are seeking pre- 
fenaoBt for themselves or for others, 
rhere has not been Ih years, peihape 
aever before, such a crowd of office 
leHcers la the city of Washington as 
there la here today, and. la fact, as 
kas been here for two or three weeks 
sraltlng for the laDomlng of the new 
tdministratlon. 

1^ addition to listening to the pleas 
9f the men who seek office, the new 
orssident has some hundreds of other 
prtaolpal tbtngs to do, to say notblag 
>f some thoussnds of odds and mds 
ot work. Moreover, he is compelled 
to^ adjust himself to his new position 
uid to kla new home and his new snr- 
roundings. He Is the hardest worked 
man in the country at all times if he 
fcttenq^ to live up to all his duties, 
tnd during the first few months of his 
ftdmlalstratlon he probaMy works 
harder tlwn any two otiier men In the 
United States. If people think the 
president does not earn his salary, 
they must think again 4n order to get 
the seat of knowledge well balanced. 

Demoting In Civil Service. 

The civil service employes in the 
eity of Washington, and doabtless 

elsewhere through the country, very 
likely need not shake in their shoes 
for fear that under the direction of 
the new president they are to be oust- 
ed. Civil service Is supposed to pro- 
tect, and Mr. Wilson has said that it 
^111 protect while he has the direc- 
tion of national ^affairs. Most of the 
^hahlng, therefore, which civil service 
workers are doing la 'fine to the fear 
not that they will be discharged, but 
that they may be demoted, or, in oth- 
er words, be kept in the service, but 
given Inferior positions at smaller pay. 

It Is not likely that much of this 
demoting will be done, although it ia 
possible, aa Is tme'-ln some. ca«w 
where men have been given the high- 
aet places in the chrll service at a 
late hour simply tin prchrlde thcin with 
good places under the civil service 
blanket, it may be that they will be 
demoted and the places which they 
have occupied briefly will be given to 
others recommended by influential 
Demooats and'ai>proved by the pres- 
ident. ' None of the civil service posi- 
tions pays more than |4,000 or $5,000 
a year. 

White House Staff May Remain, 

The White House staff of secre- 
fsMes and clerks Is busy these days. 
How many dianges there will be no 
one knows yet. but with the outgoing 
of Private Secretary Charles D. Hilles 
and the incoming of Pri vate Secretary 
Joseph P. Tumulty, the under secre- 
taries uid the clerhB naturaBy fear 
that an earthqui^ cMiy follow. The 
Wltfte House force, howersr, has re- 
i i ced things so to a system that a 
new ttiree could not db the work antU 
afCir months of praotioe. It is under- 
stood thg,t Mr. Wilson Intends to keep 
the White House force pretty nearly 
intaet tar the reason that business 
must be expedited, and for the further 
reason that there are iibout as many 
under secretaries and derka who be- 
long to the domlnent political party 
as to the outgoing political party, or 
the other one which came into ex- 
istence at the Progressive convention 
in Chicago last summer. It is said 
that Mr. Taft did not know the po- 
litical affiliations of half a dosen 
members of the Whlt<i House staff, 
and It Is possible that Mr. Wilson 
likewise will elect to remain in ig- 
norance t>f the parties to which his 
nnkHT workers belong. 

Much Sought For Jobs. 

Every incttming cabin-et officer with- 
in ten days of his taking of the 

oath probi^bly will have appointed 
all the assistant secretaries which 
have plao es In his office. There 
are one cr two assistant secretaries, 
however, who are pret<:y sure to re- 
main In wheve they are. They are 
men who are accounted invaluable in 
their . pofttions, having held them so 
long that every detail af office work 
is known to them, and they have be- 
come so useful in "courts of last re- 
sort" that they probably will not be 
disturbed. One such man Is Second 
Assistant Secretary of Sltate Alvey A. 
Adee, who has been in office so long 
tliat most people have , forgotten the 
date of his entrance tliereto. jmd it 
is probable that Mr. A iee is willing 
that they should forget. When any- 
body wants to know anything with vizw 
tually an affidavit's stn-ngth to hack 
the information he goes to Mr. Adee. 

Newspaper men for > good many 
years have been very much In evi- 
dence in the treasury ^tepartment as 
assistant secretaries. Two former

The men who get the positions of 
asslsfant seer^rles In the treasury 

department will be considered ex- 
tremely lucky, but only less lucky 
will be those who enter on similar 
IK^ltions in the department of com- 
merce and labor and of the interior, 
and of the postofflce department 
where assistant seerataries are known 
aa assistant post maSters-generaL 
Attorney General'a Task. 

The attorney-general has to enter 
suits against great corporations which 
violAe the Interstate oonuneree law. 
and of course he has other suits of va- 
rious natures. The great corporations 
are rich and they employ the best 
legal talent which money can secure 
to defeni them in court. An untrain- 
ed asaistant to the attorney-general 
has a hard time of it when he goes 
up against lawyers who know business 
from A to Z. and know alt the tech- 
nicalities which ^er have beea de- 
pended upon to wn any kind of a case 
In any kind of a court. Tfi^ president 
never has had very much to say about 
the appetatment of assbltanta. to the 
attorney-general. 

The ambas s adorial positions which 
Mr. Wilaon must lUl can go only to 
rich men, and it Is said he is exceed- 
ingly sorry that such Is the case* for 
he knows a number of asea already la 
the service who he would like to pro- 
mote, but promotion for them Is said 
to be Impossible because they have 
not the means to support "the office 
and the dignity" of the ambaissador's 
rank. 

Plan for Harmony In Senate. 
In the United States senate the 
Democrata will hold a so-les of 

caucuses to try to get the major 
Ity party in that body lined up in 
behalf of the new administration's 
policies. Apparently the Democratic 
senators do not see how they can aid 
the administration's endeavors with- 
out making advance efforts to line op 
"a Wilson majority" In the senate and 
through it make sure that what Mr. 
Wilson wants to obtain will have its 
way in the committees and on the 
floor. 

The question of today is. will the 
conservative Democrats, knowing that 
their progressive brethren are to be 
in the majority in the caucuses, bipd 
themselves to be governed by all that 
the party gathering may decide upon? 
It is said today tliat there will be 
about ihlrty progressives In the cau- 
cuses pledged to abide by the "Wilson 
will." This is more than a party ma- 
jority, and If the co ns erv a tive Demo- 
crats agree to abide by the caucus 
decisions in all things, it seems cer- 
tain that the Democratic party will 
have real harmony in the upper house 
for some time to come at least. Con- 
cord may be the* part of the Demo- 
crats in the senate, therefore on all 
subjects except perba^w the tariff. 

No one apparently believes that the 
caucuses^are going to attempt to hind 
a-Demporatle majority in the senate 
to a fixed program on the tariff. It is 
simply the "truth of the news" to say 
that some of the progressive Demo- 
cratic senators are not lo entire ac- 
cord with others of their progressive 
par^ brethtw -on ^e sdhednles. 

May Make Kern Floor Leader. 
■ One of the queatlons which must 
be HMttled in advance of the extra 
session is whether or not the present 
senate Democratic floor leader Sen- 
ator Martin Of Virginia, Witt be <diosen 
for the same position. It Is known 
tliat some of the progressive Demo- 
cratic senators wish to have the lead- 
ership given to John W. Kern of In- 
diana, and it may be that they can 
get a majority In his behalf. All of 
.the progressive Democrats in the sen- 
ate. It .is said, are not fixed In their 
deterintnatlon to vote against the Vir^ 
elnla senator. They probably will 
wait to learn If Mr. Wilson desires 
the nnhorsing of the present leader 
before they make up their minds def- 
initely as to the eourse they Will pur- 
sue. 

If the Democrats carry their re-or- 
ga^dsation fight to the extent of try- 
ing to prevent Mr. Martin and Mr. 
Simmons and some others of the con- 
semUlve old gmurd from keej^ns their 
present ranking committee positions, 
they will have trouble to make the 
fight kood, for there are a good many 
progressive Democrata In the senate 
who think that senimrtty ought to 
count and that it would do no bans 
to make some of the senior oonser^ 
tives eliairmen of committees, provid- 
ing the rest of the committee member- 
ship is "finely progressive." 

The extent of the trouble which the 
Democrats may have in caucus, there- 
fore, probably will hinge upon the a- 
trones to whi^' thegr attismiit to go.

'Was begun on Nov. 4. 1910. Eixty six 
•caifsoos were sank to a depth of 115

The foundation was completed In 
the fall of 19tl. when the erection of 
the steel frame was begun. The lat- 
ter was completed In July of last year.

To the methodical, systematic 

housewife, who plans her meals often 
a week In advance, there is a vast 
field for individuality and ingenuity 
in the planning of a meal; but the 
thriftless. Indolent woman, who spends 
her time in needless ways and a few 
moments before the meal time tears 
into the house or the Wtcben to pre- 
pare or see to the pn^panition of the 
food, there is a limited field, as prep- 
aration and thought are both neces- 
sary to have a well balanced meal, 
together with variety and economy. * 

Steaks and chops are often the 
poor man's food, because the wife 
does not take time to prepare in the 
thousand appetizing ways the coarser, 
cheaper cuts of meat. I^ng, slow 
cooking develops the flavor, and that 
long cooking must be planned fOr. 
often, the day before. 

It should be the pride of every 
housekeeper to work toward gettitig 
as much as possible out of the time, 
money and energy spent. 

Beef Rolls. — Cut thin, round steak 
into oblong pieces, and on each piece 
place a spoonful of sausage meat; 
roll up and tie with a string. Dredge 
with flour, pepper and salt, brown in 
pork fat and put' into a casserole. To 
the fat add a tablespoonful of flour; 
stir until brown, add a pint of water 
and cook until smooth. Season and 
pour over the rolls, cover and simmer 
in the oven for two hours. Take off 
the strings before serving. 

Parsnip Fritters. — ^A very nice frit- 
ter, and one that is easy to prepare, 
znay be made from cold cooked pars- 
nips. Season and mold the parsnips 
and dip in a thin fritter batter, drop 
In hot fat and fry; drain on paper 
and serve hot. Many people who re- 
fuse the vegetable fried will enjoy it 
this way

THE PLEBEIAN CABBAGE. 

Cabbage, with onions, have gained 
an unenviable reputation because of 
their odoriferousness, but cabbage is 
a wholesome vegetable, and one 
which ctmtains mineral salts which 
are needed in the blo<jd. 

One reason that we tire of certain 
vegetables Is that they are served in 
so few ways; we grow to dislike them. 
If a change of serving could be often 
made, and a little more care to have 
a variety, these common vegetables 
would be more welcome on our tables. 

Cabbage cooked with an onion, 
chopped and served in a white sauce 
Is an unusual, but very good, way of 
serving that vegetable. 

Stuffed Cabba g e * Cut out the stalk 
end of a firm head of eabl»ge, leav^ 
Ing the hollow shell. Tie the cabbage 
in a thin cloth and boil until tender, 
fhen carefully remove the cloth and 
fill with seasoned stufilng of chopped 
meat, bread crumbs and seasoning: 
then bake in a hot oven until the cab- 
bage is brown. 

Hot Slaw. — Shred a head of cab- 
bage, and pour oyer the foltowing 
dressing: Beat two egg yolks, add 
two tablespoonfuls of water, a table- 
spoonful of butter melted, a dash of 
salt and a quarter of a cup of vine- 
gar. Cook this dressing over hot wa- 
ter and pour over the shredded cab- 
bage while hot. Heat the cabbai:e 
and serve hot :

— Mold mashed 
potato into the shape of rolls about 
four inches long, brush with egg and 
roll like creases ucroas the roll with 
a knife. Place on a greased pan and 
bake In the oven until browu. 

Potato muffins are very attractive 
to serve with fish. Grease muffin 
rings and fill with mashed potato, 
brush with egg and balte. Slip out 
carefully and garnish the dish with 
parsley. 

Some Rules About Cooking. — Mi 
root vegetables should have a tea- 
spoonful of salt to a quart of water in 
cooking. 

All vegetables should be cooked ia 
boiling water. 

Wilted and shriveled vegetables, if 
soaked for two or three hours, will ab- 
sorb moisture and many times becomo 

quite crisp again. 

Cook peas and spinach in an un- 
covered dish to preserve the prettjr 
green color.

Golden Pudding.— Add to a half cup 
of molasses a half cup of butMr. a half 
cup of sour milk and one and a half 
cups of flour, one egg well beaten, a 
pinch of salt and one-half teaspooaful 
of soda : mix. and beat well and steam 
two hours. ^ 

Serve with this the following sauce:- 
One egg, half a cup of butter, one cup 
of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of flour 
and a pint of boiling water. Flavor 
with either lemon or vanilla. 

An egg sauce would be sood with 
the above pudding. Beat two eggs 
well, add a cup of milk, a fourth of a 
cup of sugar, and flavor to taste. 

Baked Indian Pudding. — Scald a 
quart of milk; stir in three-fourths of 
a cup of com .meal. Cook well ; add 
a third of a cup of molasses, a pinch 
of salt. Beat two eggs, add a cup of 
cold milk to them, and pour into the 
pudding. Add.a few raisins, stir oc- 
caeionally the first half hovr. Bako 
two hours. 

Fruit Dumplings. — To a qtuu-t of 
floor add two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, a tablespoonful of sugar and 
half a teaspoonful of salL two table> 
spoonfuls of butter, two eggs and 
enough milk to make a mixture to 
roll. Roll out and cut In squares, 
place a pear or apple or p-each in each 
square* bring the comers together; on 
top of place a bit of butter and a 
dash of^danamon with a sprinkling of 
sugar. Four into the pan aeup of hot 
Water. Bake until well browaed and 
serve with cream and sugar. 

Poxir a rich powder biscuit batter 
oter peaches in a deep dish and bake. 
Turn so that the peaches are on tip. 
Heap with sweetened whipped cream 
and serve.

At one end sits a dark, 
smooth-shaven young man bending 
forward vrlth. arm on knee, dressed 
in a thick tunic with a border, hold- 
ing a roll; one arm Is on the back 
of the bench. Two girls sit opposite 
listening to him. They are dressed 
in white tunics over full skirts. The 
tunics are cut round at the neck and 
fastened at the shoulders with clasps. 
They should wear their hair parted, 
with a Psyche knot; gilt ribbons are 
wound around the head. 

3. — The Children of • Alfred The 
Great. Alfred had a sou and daugh- 
ter whom he educated carefully. The 
girl may sit on a low stool, with a 
huge parchment book open on another 
stool in front. The boy stands at the 
back, facing the andlence, looking 
down at her. She wears a dress 
made much like the one described 



Just above, but with the tunic belted 
in loosely, and long 8leev«i, tightly 

fitted; her blond hair is parted and 
braided in two long braids, and on her 
head is a little whtttf esp, like a 
baker's, with a band of white passing 
under her chin. Have her gown of a 
medium shade of blue. The boy 
wears a short, full gray tunic reaching 
only to the knee; his bare legs are 
strapped with colored tape, in large 
diagonals; he wear^ sandalsr His 
tunie has long sleeves; his head is 
bare; his blond hair cut straight 
across his forehead and at the back 
of the neck (a wig Is really neces- 
sary). Have the stage lighted with 
very tall candles iu tall dark hold- 
ers. 

4. — Marguerite of Navarre. Three 
young women sit about the room em< 
broiderfng; spare frames covered with 
some tapestry chair-covering may rest 
on music stands made rather low. 
They w^ear dresses of soft colors 
made perfectly plain, with long tight- 
ly-fltted sleeves; their hair is flowing; 
on their heads are. first, short veils, 
then tall, pointed caps of folded col- 
ored paper, from the tip of each of 
which hangs a very light little tulle 
veil. These caps should be about 
two feet high and worn so that they 
point backward. Marguerite wears a 
iviolet-colored dress ezwetly like the 
rest, but with a long maptle fastened 
at the shoulder? with clasps; this \a 
of dark velvet or brocade, ^th a rich 
border made by sewing on tinsel. 
Her dress, like the rest, has a small 
square neck, but hers has a rich bor- 
der here, also. On her head is, first,' 
a very short thin veil, then a gilt 
crown with little clover leaves stand- 
ing up. A white band passes under 
her chin, fastening it on. She holds 
a great book, one half falling down 
to show that it is Illuminated (this la 
done by washing in some large letters 
in color). The room should have low

I am a thorough believer in tnrining | 
ahlldren to think "they amount to 
kimething" by giving them something 
to do that Involves responsibility. 
Don't make the task too hard, for if 
you do that you defeat the object at 
which you aim, but let it be one that 
obliges the child to think something 
out for himself. When he does this 
once he has laid the foundation for a 
habit of "thinking out things," and be- 
fore long you will find him depending 
upon himself, rather than upon you, 
in the solution of many' little froth 
lema that he has to face. A child 
likes to feel that others think him 
equai to the performance of tasks that 
are put before him. and. feeling this, 
he will respond nobly to the estimate 
you have of his ability if you give him 
to understand that It exists. Don't 
take it for granted that a boy know% 
all about what you think of him un- 
Ipss you tell him something about it. 
Take liim into your confidence, and 
let' him know that you consider him a 
man in the making, and you'll be 
surprised at the effect it has on him. 

"Bat that's another story." as Kip- 
ling says. What I set out to talk 
about was the advisability of giving 
the children a garden of their own to 
work in, and showing them how to do 
that work. A child is an imitative 
creature, and the lessons he gets the 
greatest amount of benefit from are 
object lessons, always. Spade up a bit 
of ground and let him see you do it, 
and he will do the same tiling pre-

In selecting seeds for the children's 

flower garden take care to choose only 
kinds which do not require coaxing 
or expert attention; .Get the kinds 
that will be most likely to give good 
results, under the conditions the; 

Kinds which would givt- 
only indifferent satisfaction are not 
what you want, for these would dis- 
appoint the amateur gardeners, who. 
naturally, expect great results from 
their early efforts in the cultivation 
of the soil. Strong, sturdy, self-reliant 
sorts are the ones to grow. Here is 
a list to choose from :

LITTLE THINGS TO 
00 IN AN ORCHARD 



Fowls Should Be in Good Health, 
of. Large Size and Nice 
Appearance. 

(Br N. E. CHAPMAN, Poultry Bpcclallst. 

Minnesota Agricultural College.) 

Poultry marketed from the farm 
eooslsts of cockerels, or males under 
one year roosters, pullets culled from 
standard-bred stock, hens, guineas, 
doves, ducks, geeso and turkeys. They 
are generally sold alive in summer 
and early autumn and both live and 
dressed in late autumn and winter. 

To bring the highest market price, 
market poultry, whether alive or 
dressed, should be in good health, of 
large ,wi/te and well fattened. The 
laws of Minnesota make it an offense 
punishable by a fine of not less than 
$50. or imprisonment in Jail fur not 
less than sixty days, for selling, or 
offering for sale, sick, diseased or de- 
caying poultry. Disease is usually 
disclosed by a white or black comb 
and a stilted walk. 

All poultry marketed should be fat. 
This' condition Is the tcMet factor in 
determining the price per pound. Fat 
old hens, of whatever weight, often 
command A higher lurlce than 'yovng. 
tender spring chickens. Chickens fat- 
tened with ground grains and skim 
milk or buttermilk are called "milk- 
fed chickens," and command tency 
prices. At the Crookston station. 
Barred Plymouth Rock cockerels. 3H 
months old, gained two ipotmds In 
twettty-onf> days at « post of less than 
five osaCn per pound sala. 



Cleaning Up and Moderate Prun' 
ing Makes Work Much Easier 
in the Spring. 

Peach trees under four years old 
which are so badly frozen as to show 
discolored wiood must be cut oft below 
the snow line and allowed to sprout 
again. 

Very often trees that have passed 
through a hard winter show no indi- 
cations of freezing in the baric, but 
an cocamination may show that the 
wood is injured. 

An 9rchard on high ground should 
always be protected by a wind break 
of other trees planted on the north 
side. . ' 

Norway spruce. Scotch and Aus- 
trian Pine, planted about 15 feet apart 
make excellent wind breaks. 

Cleaning np the orchard .and moder- 
ate pruning now will make the work 
mu>:h easier in the spring. 

Now is the time to romeve all ^ead 
branches and those that are weak, and 
which interefere with other healthy 
branches. 

Do not allow sheep to run in the 
young orchard. They are very apt to 
nibble the tender sprouts and even 
bark 'the trees. 

-A few years ago eastern peach 
growers extensively tried out the uod 
of crude petroleum as an insecticide. 
But while it kills the bugs it often 
rau9ds great injury to the trees. 

Lt used at all. it should ba applied 
te the late lajl or very early spring 
and nei^r doHng hot i^oather.

It appears to us that the relig- 
ious service of today is out of 
harmony with the divine plan. 
It has become perfunctory, ritual- 
istic bottomed on Ihe idea that 
the intellectual man and not the 
spiritual man, needs feeding. 
This may account for the falling 
off in the attendance of the male 
portion of the membership. After 
a week of activity in the com- 
mercial field, when brain is pitted 
against brain and brawn against 
brawn, when the man is tired out 
mentally and physically and his 
nature cries out for rest, he is 
called on to do his hardest days 
work in the intellectual fieki. He 
begins the day with Sunday 
School, then preaching then an 
afternoon meeting, then again at 
night He instinctively rebels 
and cuts the whole program. 
During this day of attendence, he 
is called on from three to four 
times to chip into the contribu- 
tion box or else be called a tight 
wad. In addition to this, it has 
become a fixed custom to call for 
an offering for special work. He 
is also reminded that his regular 
"taxes to the church" must be 
paid or else he goes on the black 
Hst And tiien innumerable 
"Woman's Special Work" during 
the week calls for contributions 
which the head of the house must 
of course pay. The sum total of 
the present vogue of christian 
woric is that a large church, cost- 
ing many thousands of dollars 
must be built and maintained. 
It must be attended regularly and 
a finished scholarly address must 
be listened to attentively. 

The prime object of the church 
is the wholesome feeding of 
"the spiritual ihan, preparing him 
to good works. Religion 'must 
be a life of consecrated christian 
service to the help of those who 
do not get the benefit of training 
and of those whose environments 
are such that christian training 
is to tiiem unknown. No sensi- 
ble workman continues to pre- 
pare the finished ashler. There 



is a time when further work on 
it is lost So it is in religkHis 
service. Those whose education 
is such that they read, think and 
{understand for themselves, and 
who have been trained along re- 
ligious Khes, are the prepared 
stones for the building and as 
such, should be left alone when 
once placed in the building. No 
work is necessary for them. 
Under the present practice of re- 
ligious worship, they are the only 
ones that seem to be getting the 
benefit^ of the enormous sums of 
money that is annually contribu- 
ted for the propigation of the 
gospel. The members meet reg- 
ularly and go through a perfunc- 
tory service of singing, preaching 
and praying and then adjourn: 

To go back to the same M lives agatn." 

Religion is doing the worics of 
the master. Go to those who 
need spiritual feeding. Go to 
those who need physical help. 
The irony of hundreds of years 
of christian civilization is, that 
there are chiklren starving in the 
shadows of the church spires, un- 
known, neglected— surrounded by 
all that is vicious— awaiting the 
touch of the Master's hand. This 
neglect, this utter indifference on 
the part of the christian churches 
thnxighout the land, to do the 
works of the mast^ while they 
sing his praises in fine temples, 
is the one thing that gives to the 
poor unwashed sinner that feel- 
ing, that belief, that the cHristian j b repugnant to us. 
religion is not what it is claimed I should be allowed to 
to be and drives him from it as a 
tlung that dehides and ensnares. 

"I stood in Venice on the Bridge of Sighs, 
A prison and a palace on cftheDskle" 

These words from Byron are a 

fine irony on the customs of the 
day. Splendor and poverty go 
hand in hand— a death and a 
dance in the same house. And 
so it will ever be until religion 
tums.from the paths of splendor 
and becomes, as it was intended 
to be, a religion of service. Go 
into the highways, the back 
streets and alleys, minister to the 
hungry and needy, give food, shel- 
ter, clothing and nursing to the 
sick, plant your religion in the 
hearts of the poor and see the 
wonderful crop of good deeds 
that will spring thereform— then 
and only then, will the church 
universal come, come to work 
with a common purpose, united 
in interests, united in hearts- 
one God— one Salvation. 



THE CIVIL SERVICE 

*To the. vktors belong the 
spoils." It has been only a few 
years back shice President Cleve- 
land on the eve of his departure 
from office of President, extended 
the protection of the Civil Ser- 
vice Laws to many thousands of 
employees — ^aU Democrats. Ap- 
proaching the end of his term, 
President Taft has done likewise. 
Neither party has a right to com- 
plain against the civil service, for 
both parties adopted it in their 
respective platforms.

men over, whom" they have no 
control. Its a forerunner of a 
Royalist party in America, The 
dvil servvce men could take 
America^ today without firing a 
shot They have the army, the 
navy, and the whole constabulary 
of the Government A weak man 
in the office of President could 
easily be induced to co-operate 
with these forces and against such 
a force the people would be help- 
less. Henry Gassaway Davis, 
once Democratic candidate for 
Vice-President, said that the peo- 
ple by their indifference could 
lose in a few years all the liberty 
which hundreds of years of fight- 
ing had secured for them. 

True words and the American 
people will learn their full import 
unless they strike out, root and 
branch, the "Snivel" Service law 
which now protects over 300,000 
men, the majority of whom are 
afraid of their shadow on p(ditical 
questions. 

We have always been bitterly 
opposed to the law. A party 
that cannot furnish enough com- 
petent men to man the govern- 
ment ought not to be in power. 
If such a law is a benificent law, 
then it can be put in operation in 
the party in power by selecting 
competent men from'' its own 
ranks.

office exceeding a term of years. 
He drifts away from the people 
and becomes an out-of-date ma- 
chine. 

The whole tendency is to put 
one half of the people on the 
pension list to be supported by 
the other half. Mr. Bryan, in his 
meteoric race in 1896, made life 
Tenure in office one of his slogans 
but it has been lost sigjit of in 
the last battles of the now tri- 
umphant Democracy.

Kantucky's BoyaP Corn Clubs. 

The Boys' Com club movement Is 
cmly two years old in this state, and 
yet bis tbinsn have been accomplished. 
The Com clnb boj's. several thonsand 
of them, are enthusiastic; but better 
UMm enthnaiasm are ttae reanlts tbat 
. haTe eome from the work. 

When the state champions met in 
Wasbtngton this winter with the ex- 
perts who had charge of the work in 
the ▼arlous states, there was naturally 
a feeling of intense rivalry. Twelve of 
the southern states that bad been [push- 
ing: ttae Boys' Oovn dvb idea for «ey- 
eral years, had records of 442 boys that 
grown over 100 bosliels on an acr^. 
_ rtMHna and Georgia each had orei: 
100 boys with this record to their cred- 
it, bnt both of tbeee states had been 
oTgftirfMd for dob work for the past 
eight years.

HE following incident in the 
life of, Ceneral Nathaniel 
Greene is told by Clement, in hi^ 

Americian Wo- 
men:" When General Grecine 
was retreating through the Caro- 
linas after the battle of the Cow- 
pens, and while at Salisbury, 
N. C, he put up at a hotel, the 
landlady of.: which was Mrs. 
Elizabeth Steele. * * ♦ Added to 
his other troubles was that of 
being penniless; and Mrs. Steele 
learning this fact by accident, and 
ready to do anything in her power 
to further the cause of freedom, 
took him aside and drew from 
under her apron two bags of 
specie. Presenting them to him 
she generously said, "Take these, 
for ^you will want them, .and I 
can do without them," 

"Barnes' History of^the U. S." 
gives an account ofj the incident 
similar to the above. The B. F. 
Johnson Publishing Co., Rich- 
mond, Va., in "History Stories of 
N. C." relates the incident thus, 
"Soon he came to a large house 
by the roadside. He decided that 
he would stop and ask permis- 
sion to stay all night. He dis- 
mounted and knocked at the 
door. A lady opened it "You 
see at your door, madam," said 
he, "General Greene of the Amer- 
ican Army, homeless, penniless 
and almost friendless." 

"Genercd Greene, is welcome to 
this home and all that is in it," 
said the lady. She then called a 
servant, who took the General's 
horse to the^stables. "Come in 
General Greene, and I will have 
tea prepared for you. I am Mrs. 
Steele and my neighbors will tell 
you whether I am a Tory or a 
patriot" In a little while a 
bountiful supper was ready and 
while Greene was eating, Mrs. 
Steele took out from a safe a bag 
of gold and gave it to him." 




The facts in the case are these: 

Elizabeth Steele's maiden name 
was Elizabeth Maxwell. She was 
twice married. Her first hus- 
band was Robert Gillespie, by 
whom she had one daughter, 
Margaret, who married Rev. Sam 
E. McCorkle, son of Alex Mc- 
Corkle and Agnes Montgomery. 
Her second husband was Wm. 
Steele, by whom she had one son, 
John Steele. 

Mrs. Steele did not live in Sal- 
isbury, but in a large farmhouse 
a short distance from Salisbury. 
Nor was she at the time of 
General Greene's visit a widow. 

General Greene reached the 
Steele residence about dusk, in a 
cold rain. Steele, surprised at 
seeing him unaccompanied by his 
staff, asked if he was alone. The 
General replied: 'Tes, hungry, 
friendless, penniless." Mrs. 
Steele overheard this reply. 
There were two young men stop- 
ping at the house, waiting an op- 
portunity to join Greene's army. 
After supper, Mrs. Steele pre- 
sented these two young men to 
General Greene and the two bags 
of specie, saying, "General you 
are now no longer hungry; M^id- 
less or penniless."

Years before this, a brother of 
Mrs. Steele's had presented her 
with the portraits of George III, 
and Queen Charlotte. These 
portraits were hanging in the 
halt General Greene turned 
dieir faces to the wall and wrote 
on the back of King George's 
"King Xieorge, hi<^e thy face and 
mourn." 

\ These portraits were inherited 
fiyy my grandmother, Margaret 
I^cCorkl^ and from her by my 
mjotber. My mother gave me, 
when I was a boy, the portrait of

Washington. — It Is said by members 
of the ways and means committee of 
the house at last constituted and who 
will continue to hold membership in 
that body in the new congress, that 
the first and great effort of the neVr 
tariff legisla^n will be "to reduce the 
cost of living." Thto is Interpreted 
aB_^iaeanlDg that among other thingt 
there will be as near an approach to 
"duty free food" as' is possible. The 
house unquestionably will put sugar 
on free list hut also unquestionably 
lbs senate wffl decline to agree and 
wfn make a compromise on the pres- 
ent duties. The cane and beet suj;ar 
makers -are protcstlaf to ^congress, 
just as they protested last summer, 
that free sugar would UU their Indus- 
tries. 

A tariff for free food means that 
the duties will be taken off many 
eatables that now pay high rates, al- 
though it is known that the rates will 
be maintained on such foods as come 
under the head of luxuries, the "pal- 
ate ticklers" of the pcesent customs 
laws.

President^Tendsrs Ambassadorship to 
Former State Secretary Un.

Washington, March 10. — President 
Wilson has offered to Richard Olney 
of Hostou, secretary of state in Presi- 
dent Cleveland's cabinet, the poet of 
ambassador to Great Britain. 

It is not known whether Mr. Olney 
will accept, and it was said that the 
matter had not gone so far as the 
sounding of the court of St. James as 
to Mr. Olney "8 aooeptabllity. 

No^ appointments to the other im 
portant diplomatic posts had been fin- 
ally decided upon.

Liberals Draw Up Measure, but Other 
Parties Don't Act With Them 
in London. 

Loudon, England. March 10. — Those 
liberal members of the house of com- 
mons who support woman's suffrage 
have agreed upon a bill which will be 
introduced at the next session of par- 
liament, but they have not been suc- 
cessful in getting the unionists and 
laborltes, who also believe in giving 
the vote to women, to act with them. 
In fact, there Is a wide difference of 
opinion among the suffragists as to 
how broadly the franchise should be 
extended in the case of women. 

The bill of the liberal suffragists 
would confer the parliamentary fran- 
chise on (1) women, whether married 
or unmarried, who, if they were men. 
'would be entitled to be registered and 
to vote in respect of a household quali- 
flcation; i. e.. as Inhabitants or occu- 
piers of dwelling houses; and (2) the 
wives of such in^bltant occupiers, 
residing on the same premises as their 
husbands. The bill would rf^strict the 
franchise to women over, twenty-five 
years of age. This bill would receive 
the support of those members of tlie 
cabinet who support the vote for 
women.

Baltimore, • Md.. March 10.— Fifty 
dead and seveBtjB4lTn injured was the 
terrible toll exacted by the explosion 
df S40 tons of dynamite on the British 
tramp steamer Alum Chine, according 
to the latest figures Qbtainabie. The 
number of dead may run much higher, 
as there is no way to determine the 
exact number of men worktng^a the 
wre^ed barge. 

Baltimore hospitals are crowded 
with the Injured. The acenes at the 
instltnttona were pitiful. Men. wom- 
en and children c4xme In drpves to see 
if any of their loved ones were among 
those injured. The frantic cries of 
wives whose husbands lay injured 
could be heard all over the institu- 
tions. In inany instances wires and 
daughters fainted and had to be 
treated by physicians. 

To Investigations into the cause 
of the explosion will be made. Dr. Eli- 
jah Russell, coroner, went to the 
luorgue with his jury to view the 
dead. United States steamboat ^in- 
spectors will also inyesUgate. As the 
collier Jason has not yet been turned 
over to the government, no federal in- 
veetigstton will be made. 

Mayor" Preston sent out a call ask- 
ing citizens to financially aid the vic- 
tims' families. Memorial services 
were held in nearly all the churches 
Sunday. At the same time prayers 
were offered for the recovery pf the 
injured. 

Besides the coroner's investigation, 
the city is making a special inquiry 
into the cause of the explosion. 

The state has also atarted a special 
investigation through tho public s«*r- 
ice commission.
